Nazi Planes Bomb Bilbao 
As Basques Push Ahead 


People's Army Retakes Positions in Solluve Mountains

BILBAO, Spain, May 11—While 
Basque People’s Army forces eoun- 
ter- attacked on a ,-42-mile front 
this morning, Nazi warplanes rained 
death and destruction. on workers’ 
residential sections on the Dutskirts 
of Bilbao.

The Bland Bill, if enacted in * 
present form, will place all work- 
ers who are employed in connection 
with the maritime transportation 
industry in the same category as 
railroad employes. That is, when- 
ever a labor dispute arises it will be 
referred to a Board of Adjustment. 
If the Adjustment Board is unable 
to settle the dispute it then goes to 
the railway “Board of Mediation.” 
When the Mediation Board is un- 
able to effect a settlement, the dis- 
pute is referred to the President of 
the United States. Under the Rail- 
way Labor Act the President is em- 
powered to appoint a board of in- 
vestigation of three members who 
-have authority to investigate the 
controversy-and make a report. No 
strikes are until 60 days 
after the Board of Investigation has 
been appointed by the President.
